ducted by The Star Tuesday. Seven 
hundred gallons shipped by express 
each week; 300 by baggage, and the 
remainder is purchased by'local cream 
buyers. 


Sour cream brings 16 cents pound 


on the local market, and sweet cream, 
first shipments of which were started 
by local buyers last week, brings 21 
cents per pound. Last week's total 
shipments of 2,020 gallons averaged 
above 50c per gallon; 


The IG-cent price is a net gain of 


60 per cent above the prevailing 10- 
cent local market price for sour cream 
last December and early January. 


Local cream buyers estimate 56,000 


pounds of whole milk is required to 
produce 2,000 gallons of cream. Thus, 
8,000 pounds of milk 
is marketed 


through Hope each day in the form 
of sweet or sour cream. 


Only for the few bests weeks of the 


Kraft-Phoenix cheese plant operation 
in Hope did its receipts reach that 
daily figure. And since this plant 
paid higher than the market price for 
cream; and also drew its supply from 
beyond the immediate Hope trade ter- 
ritory, it is presumed that more milk 
is being produced here than ever be- 
fore. One of the Kraft-Pohenix trucks 
brought whole milk from as far as 
Nashville, while another route extend- 
ed almost to Stamps to Lewisville.

ment of the arm light, the dynamo, 
the electric motor, alternating current, 
the transformer, the storage battery, 
hydroelectric generation, and popular 
use of electricity, all run a close par- 
allel to the development of the coun- 
try. Thus it is fitting that, America 
should work to maintain its lead in 
providing electric power for all.

While the incandescent lamp was 


invented by Edison in 1879, the use of 
lighting and power did not become 
general until the turn of the century. 
And it was not until the World war 
that the modern era of high-power 
transmission really dawned. 


Electricity is a perishable product. 


It must be used immediately on gen- 
eration, and thus it -had, in early days, 
to be produced close to the users. The 
building up of "pressure" on a power 
line to enable it to "flow" to a great 
distance without too great loss, was 
not at first understood. Even today 
this is one of the great problems of the 
industry, and the average distance 
power is transported is less • than 30 
miles. 


Superpower Is Born 


But by 1914 Ontario was sending 


220,000 volts over a 250-mile line with 
success. This revolutionized the whole 
conception of electric power, and

The Howe incident followed strong 


pressure on Roosevelt for the removal 
of Secretary of the Treasury Woodin 
and Special Envoy Norman H. Davis, 
following 'the Morgan disclosures. 
Some of his most trusted advisers 
among liberals and progressives urged 
him to fire Woodin and Pavis at once 
insisting that prompt dismissals of 
"Morgan 
friends" 
would 
solidify 


Roosevelt's popular strength at an im- 
portant time. 
The president apparently didnt ex- 


plain his position to those who so 
argued, but he let it be known that no 
one would be fired—although belief 
persists that Woodin will resign be- 
fore the end of the year.

velt, and yet the least conscious of his 
inherent social position. He liked to 
pick his own friends ,to mingle un- 
recognized with the crowds at theaters 
and prize fights,: to spend week-ends 
with gay young crowds at country re- 
sorts, and to rough it in the west 
during summer vacations, working his 
way like any ordinary youngster. 


Hated Latin, Greek 


As had his brother James and their 


father before them, Elliott attended 
Groton School at Groton, Mass. It is 
so exclusive that the children of old 
families are registered for enrollment 
when they are born—an Episcopal in- 
stitution of monastic simplicity and 
discipline. 


Elliott Roosevelt didn't take very 


kindly to this environment. He never 
became a senior prefect as his brother 
had done. He detested 
Latin 
and 


Greek, skimmed through these courses 
by a slim margin, but delighted chief- 
ly in schoolboy pranks and in ath- 
letics. There may be some significance 
in the fpct that when Elliott's own 
son was born last November, applica- 
tion was not made for his entrance in 
Groton. 
• From Groton, the second Roosevelt 
son went to the Hun School in Prince- 
ton, 
N. J., to prepare for a college 


career. In fact he passed his entrance 
examinations for Princeton, then sud- 
denly startled his family and friends 
by declaring that he wouldn't enter 
after all. He wanted to get out into 
the world and mak& his own way. And 
get out he did. 


Ranching in West 


Elliott and James both spent many 


summer months pn western ranches. On 
one such expedition, made by Elliott 
and two school friends, they went 
broke in Jackson Hole, Wyo. Unwill- 
ing to wire home for money, the boys 
found jobs as ordinary ranch hands. 


It was on one of these western trips 


that Elliott met an influential New 
York advertising executive, who of- 
fered him a job. "I knew I couldn't 
possibly be worth any such salary as 
he mentioned," young Roosevelt said 
later. "So I mad* up my mind to 
come back and get my own job and 
get paid on my own merits." 


So he turned down the lucrative 


job, went to another agency where he 
had no friends ,and started at the bot- 
tom. 
It was along about this time 


that he met pretty Miss Elizabeth 
Donner, daughter of a Pennsylvania 
steel manufacturer. She was only 19. 
9nd he was 20. But it seemed to be 
love at first sight when they were in- 
troduced at a dance in a summer ho- 
tel in Northeast Harbor, Me. 


Hjs Courtship 


Elliott's vacation was a brief one, 


but ius courtship progressed swiftly. 
H,« and Miss Donner were engaged

brought In the "superpower era." 


Now superpower, while intricate in 


lt« technique. Is simple lit principle. 
Say you have 10 cities within, a cir- 
cular area, each served by a small 
generating plant. One city has Its 
"p«»k load" of highest demand for 
current at one time, another at an- 
other. One city has a hydro plant, 
and Its power varies With the water 
supply, Another generates its power 
from Coal. 


Now if you link all these small sys- 


tems together, and regulate through 
a central switchboard the amount each 
city receives at any time, each city 
gets better, cheaper, ^rore reliable 
power all the time, 


Jonesville calls up and says, "There's 


a thunderstorm coming. We'll need 
10,000 extra kilowatts for a couple of 
hours." A power dispatcher twists a 
dial, diverts extra power from cities 
which do not then need it, and sends 
it to Jonesville. 


That is. superpower In simple form. 


Interconnection of systems in this way 
does not necessarily mean putting 
them all under one management. It 
means co-operating in the engineering 
problem, just as neighbors borrow 
eggs and flour over the back fence. 
But if proper accounts be kept, and 
each unit balances its accounts with 
the general system, there need be no 
merger or formation of "trusts" to get 
the advantages of superpower. 


Hoover and Superpower 


Ten years ago, agitation for super- 


power grew strong, and Gen. Guy E. 
Trlpp. of Westinghouse was proposing 
a single superpower system for the 
entire North American continent. Her- 
bert Hoover, then • secretary of com- 
merce, saw possibilities in.it and. urg- 
ed its further development. It is the 
efficient way, from, the engineer's 
point of view, the inevitable tendency 
of a highly-organized age- 


But American power systems tend- 


ed to combine, not only from the en- 
gineering standpoint 
for -efficiency, 


but from ah operating and even more 
from a financial standpoint. 
Like 


other businesses, the power business 
drifted into fewer and fewer hands. 
The cry of "Power Trust," began to 
be heard, faintly at first, then louder 
and louder. 


Regulation, municipal and state, was 


found necessary, for the power busi- 
ness, for efficiency, must be a mon- 
opoly. And where there is monopoly 
there must be either public ownership 
or some degree of public control. 
Power companies themselves agree to 
this— but the degree and manner of 
control is still a bitter and continual 
battle. 


Instill, the "Informer" 


It was over the National Electric 


Light Association that the battle rag- 
ed most fiercely, This was, it an- 
nounced, "a voluntary organization of 
companies engaged ill, and individuals 
affiliated with or interested 
in the 


electric light and power industry; .or- 
ganized to advance the art and science 
of the production, distribution and 
use of .electrical energy for light, heat, 


That sounded all right, but the N. 


E. L. A. was soon hub-deep in other 
activities. 
V 
. 


Samuel Irisull founded the first pub- 


lic-utility information committee "in 
Illinois in 1919, and his idea of "in- 
forming" the public on his industry 
was promptly turned by the N. E. L. 
A. into what Editor and Publisher 
later was to call "one of the greatest 
propaganda machines in the history 
of the country." By 1921 it had allied 
itself with the "Joint Committee' rep- 
resenting the gas, street railway and 
other utility organizations, and the 
machine was complete. 


Local committees, state committes, 


speeches, before schools, 
churches, 


before he went back to his job in New 
York. And there was a big wedding 
the following January. His own par- 
ents had married young, and they saw 
no reason to oppose Elliott's early 
marriage, since he alreday was launch- 
ed in business. 


That was in January, 1932. The fol- 


lowing November a son was born to 
the young couple, and Elliott was the 
happiest of fathers.

$1.40 
apiece for the Civilian Conser- 


vation Corps—which army officers said 
coirtd have been had for 75 or 85 cents 
—even caused an apparent conflict of 
testimony bet-ween important admin- 
istration officials. The probe commit- 
tee finally decided the price was fair.

Howe may have influenced Director 
Robert Fechner's purchase of 200,000 
of the kits, you may be able to decide 
for yourself -whether the government 
stood to be gypped.

seemed to come to a head the presi- 
dent took his first dip in the new 
swimming pool and that evening gave 
a swell party for the correspondents 
through which he laughed, joked and 
gave every indication that he was 
having the time of his life. 


The Howe incident followed strong 


pressure on Roosevelt for the removal 
of Secretary of the Treasury Woodin 
and Special Envoy Norman H. Davis, 
following 'the Morgan disclosures. 
Some of his most trusted advisers 
among liberals and progressives urged 
him to fire Woodin and Davis at once 
insisting that prompt dismissals of 
"Morgan 
friends" 
would 
solidify 


Roosevelt's popular strength at an im- 
portant time. 
The president apparently didnt ex- 


plain his position to those who so 
argued, but he let it be known that no 
one would be fired—although belief 
persists that Woodin will resign be- 
fore the end of the year.

velt, and yet the least conscious of his 
inherent social position. He liked to 
pick his own friends ,to mingle un- 
recognized with the crowds at theaters 
and prize fights,: to spend week-ends 
with gay young crowds at country re- 
sorts, and to rough it in the west 
during summer vacations, working his 
way like any ordinary youngster. 


Hated Latin, Greek 


As had his brother James and their 


father before them, Elliott attended 
Groton School at Groton, Mass. It is 
so exclusive that the children of old 
families are registered for enrollment 
when they are born—an Episcopal in- 
stitution of monastic simplicity and 
discipline. 


Elliott Roosevelt didn't take very 


kindly to this environment. He never 
became a senior prefect as his brother 
had done. He detested 
Latin 
and 


Greek, skimmed through these courses 
by a slim margin, but delighted chief- 
ly in schoolboy pranks and in ath- 
letics. There may be some significance 
in the fpct that when Elliott's own 
son was born last November, applica- 
tion was not made for his entrance in 
Groton. 
• From Groton, the second Roosevelt 
son went to the Hun School in Prince- 
ton, 
N. J., to prepare for a college 


career. In fact he passed his entrance 
examinations for Princeton, then sud- 
denly startled his family and friends 
by declaring that he wouldn't enter 
after all. He wanted to get out into 
the world and mak& his own way. And 
get out he did. 


Ranching in West 


Elliott and James both spent many 


summer months pn western ranches. On 
one such expedition, made by Elliott 
and two school friends, they went 
broke in Jackson Hole, Wyo. Unwill- 
ing to wire home for money, the boys 
found jobs as ordinary ranch hands. 


It was on one of these western trips 


that Elliott met an influential New 
York advertising executive, who of- 
fered him a job. "I knew I couldn't 
possibly be worth any such salary as 
he mentioned," young Roosevelt said 
later. "So I mad* up my mind to 
come back and get my own job and 
get paid on my own merits." 


So he turned down the lucrative 


job, went to another agency where he 
had no friends ,and started at the bot- 
tom. 
It was along about this time 


that he met pretty Miss Elizabeth 
Donner, daughter of a Pennsylvania 
steel manufacturer. She was only 19. 
9nd he was 20. But it seemed to be 
love at first sight when they were in- 
troduced at a dance in a summer ho- 
tel in Northeast Harbor, Me. 


Hjs Courtship 


Elliott's vacation was a brief one, 


but to courtship progressed swiftly. 
H,« and Miss Donner were engaged

brought In the "superpower era." 


Now superpower, while intricate in 


lt« technique. Is simple lit principle. 
Say you have 10 cities within, a cir- 
cular area, each served by a small 
generating plant. One city has Its 
"p«»k load" of highest demand for 
current at one time, another at an- 
other. One city has a hydro plant, 
and Its power varies With the water 
supply, Another generates its power 
from Coal. 


Now if you link all these small sys- 


tems together, and regulate through 
a central switchboard the amount each 
city receives at any time, each city 
gets better, cheaper, ^rore reliable 
power all the time, 


Jonesville calls up and says, "There's 


a thunderstorm coming. We'll need 
10,000 extra kilowatts for a couple of 
hours." A power dispatcher twists a 
dial, diverts extra power from cities 
which do not then need it, and sends 
it to Jonesville. 


That is. superpower In simple form. 


Interconnection of systems in this way 
does not necessarily mean putting 
them all under one management. It 
means co-operating in the engineering 
problem, just as neighbors borrow 
eggs and flour over the back fence. 
But if proper accounts be kept, and 
each unit balances its accounts with 
the general system, there need be no 
merger or formation of "trusts" to get 
the advantages of superpower. 


Hoover and Superpower 


Ten years ago, agitation for super- 


power grew strong, and Gen. Guy E. 
Trlpp. of Westinghouse was proposing 
a single superpower system for the 
entire North American continent. Her- 
bert Hoover, then • secretary of com- 
merce, saw possibilities in.it and. urg- 
ed its further development. It is the 
efficient way, from, the engineer's 
point of view, the inevitable tendency 
of a highly-organized age- 


But American power systems tend- 


ed to combine, not only from the en- 
gineering standpoint 
for -efficiency, 


but from ah operating and even more 
from a financial standpoint. 
Like 


other businesses, the power business 
drifted into fewer and fewer hands. 
The cry of "Power Trust," began to 
be heard, faintly at first, then louder 
and louder. 


Regulation, municipal and state, was 


found necessary, for the power busi- 
ness, for efficiency, must be a mon- 
opoly. And where there is monopoly 
there must be either public ownership 
or some degree of public control. 
Power companies themselves agree to 
this— but the degree and manner of 
control is still a bitter and continual 
battle. 


Instill, the "Informer" 


It was over the National Electric 


Light Association that the battle rag- 
ed most fiercely, This was, it an- 
nounced, "a voluntary organization of 
companies engaged ill, and individuals 
affiliated with or interested 
in the 


electric light and power industry; .or- 
ganized to advance the art and science 
of the production, distribution and 
use of .electrical energy for light, heat, 


That sounded all right, but the N. 


E. L. A. was soon hub-deep in other 
activities. 
V 
. 


Samuel Irisull founded the first pub- 


lic-utility information committee "in 
Illinois in 1919, and his idea of "in- 
forming" the public on his industry 
was promptly turned by the N. E. L. 
A. into what Editor and Publisher 
later was to call "one of the greatest 
propaganda machines in the history 
of the country." By 1921 it had allied 
itself with the "Joint Committee' rep- 
resenting the gas, street railway and 
other utility organizations, and the 
machine was complete.

WITH the vote in Massachusetts Tuesday 11•• states of 40 


million population-—one-thir'd of the American people— 
have declared for repeal of the Eighteenth amendment. Five 
more states are voting this month, Connecticut, California, 
New Hampshire, Iowa and West Virginia. Connecticut and 
California are conceded for repeal, placing the total popuia* 
tion of repeal territory by the end of June at 47 million. 
Actually, it is probable that repeal will carry all five states. 
The Literary Digest—infallible on its straw votes^-HJstimates 
that repeal will sweep 46 of the 48 states. 
But even presum- 


ing that 13 states can be found to check the repeal movement, 
what then? 
It is conceded that the popular vote over the 


nation shows an overwhelming majority for repeal.

leads the Texas Weekly to say: 


' "Even if -thirteen states should be 
lined up, they will not save national 
prohibition. Technically, in that event, 
the 
Eighteenth 
amendment would

report, "The Power Trust must, there- 
fore, remain a myth ..." 


But the late Senator Tom Walsh and 


Norris were not 
satisfied, 


sought 
a new investigation, 


Uhich power interests tried desperate- 
ly to block. The Federal Trade Com- 
mission began this in 1929, and has not 
yet completed it. Some 74 companies 
have been looked into, but 23 others 
'have not yet been touched, including 
Commonwealth and 
Southern, and 


Stone and Webster among the largest. 
The. investigation has cost more than 
a million dollars ,and its completion is 
threatened by budget cuts. 


The evidence, therefore, of a single 


"trust," is not conclusive to date. But 
though it shows no nation-wide mon- 
opoly under a single ownership, it 
clearly shows a strong drift in that di- 
rection, and proves that many states, 
communities, and whole regions are 
dominated by a single control of 
power. 


The unraveling of these crazy skeins

debt represents value received. You 
got the money personally, and you 
spent it personally. 


But a public debt represents nothing 


direct to the individual except heavy 
taxes to repay it. 


There is plenty of precedent for the 


cancellation of debts between na- 
tions. 


There is no precedent for cancella- 


tion of private debts. 


When physically unable to pay, the 


individual takes bankruptcy. 


The world's nations are virtually 


bankrupt, but there is no bankruptcy 
court where nations may seek relief. 


If the remaining balane on the World 


war account could be charged off, it 
would lighten that much of the po- 
litical burden now resting on the 
shoulders of trade, leaving more money 
with which to buy products of the 
field and factory. 


There is prcedent for the United 


States cancelling Europe's debts. We 
have become the world's banker. 
After the Napoleonic wars, England, 
then the world's banker, cancelled 300 
million of her allies' debts—and made 
it back in trade. 


But being the world's banker is a 


new experience for the United States. 
We have hesitated, have allowed] 
Europe to sweat under a bankrupt's 
burden, until all the world that was 
lately bur ally has seemed to turn 
against us.

Industrial BUI Is Law 


WASHINGTON. — (IP) '•*- President 


Roosevelt acted quickly Tuesday night 
to put into effect the vast powers giv- 
en him by congress to stimulate na- 
tional recovery through the public 
works-industrial control bill. 


Members of the cabinet immediately 


in charge of this program together 
with Gen. Hugh Johnson, who has 
been organizing the huge machinery 
for more than two weeks were sum- 
moned to the White House to discuss 
plans for speeding its operation. 


Only a few hours, before the senate 


had completed final congressional ac- 
tion on the bill by approving the con- 
ference report already accepted by the 
house. 


Even before he had an opportunity 


to sign the 
legislation, 
President 


Roosevelt Tuesday night decided to 
discuss details of his program to start 
public improvement and liberalizing 
working agreements in industry with 
those who will have the final say so. 


It appeared certain a cabinet com- 


mittee would be named to administer 
the all-powerful control over Ameri- 
can industry and public construction. 


Secretaries Ickes, Wallace and Per- 


kins met at the White House with the 
president. Secretary Roper was re- 
garded as certain to be a member of 
this group but was not able to get to 
the White House parley because of a 
previous engagement. 


The senate vote was comparatively 


close, 46 to 39, but it was enough to 
overcome a combination of indepen- 
dent Republicans and regulars from 
both parties, despite that their favorite 
amendments had been greatly chang- 
ed in conference without any help 
from the senate conferees. The sen- 
ate passed the bill originally, 57 to 24.

to a constitutional convention which 
will act on repeal of prohiibtion. 


The wet victory made Massachusetts 


the eleventh state to register approval 
of the repeal amendment and placed 
her in company with Wyoming, Illi- 
nois, Indiana, New York, j-Iew Jersey, 
Michigan, Rhode Island, Delaware, 
Wisconsin and Nevada. 


The margin of success for the wots 


ran more than four to one throughout 
the state but in Boston it was near 10 
to one. The 15 congressional districts 
gave a combined district total for the 
wets of 441,195 as compared with 98,- 
844 for the drys. Three pledged dele- 
gates were chosen from each congres- 
sional district and none from the state 
at large. 


Hiding high-on the wave of wet suc- 


cess was James Roosevelt, son of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt ,who was chosen from 
the Ninth district which included parts 
of Cambridge and Boston as well as 
smaller communities. Roosevelt and 
his colleagues defeated their anti-re- 
peal opponents by more than a four to 
one vote. 


In each of the congressional districts, 


the wets had huge majorities. 
Great 


gains, as compared with elections in 
years past when prohibition was in- 
volved, were made by the wets in all 
sections of the state, especially in the 
rural districts. 


All but a few towns voted on local 


license and in scores of small towns 
where in 1924 license was voted down, 
the vote Tuesday was favorable.

Nashville Reports Quality 


Excellent, But Crop Is 


Very Short 


NASHVILLE, Ark.—The crop of 


early peaches is about ready for move- 
ment from the Highland district, some 
of the more advanced fruit having al- 
ready been moved, says the'Nashville 
News. The early crop consists of some 
few Red Birds, Early Rose, Fair Beau- 
ty and other varieties.
